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Applicant stfites that the combination of Nagai and Amer or combination of Kishimoto and Amer do not teach a conductivity 
measurement method for a honeycomb structure. This argument is not persuasive because Nagai teaches that honeycomb structure's 
thermal conductivity needs to be measured. Amer teaches a conventional method of measuring thermal conductivity. Therefore, the 
combination of the references teaches a method of measuring thermal conductivity of a honeycomb structure. 

Applicant states that the references do not teach "highly conductive members", as stated In claim 11. This argument is not persuasive 
because Amer discloses (col. 3, lines 49-60) highly conductive slabs (contact members) 14 and 12 over a specimen 18/20. the slabs 
have their highly conductive contact surfaces polished to maximize surface contact, thus, the surfaces serve as highly conductive 
members to attach the highly conductive contact members 12, 14 to the specimen sides. 
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
